Ba it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SectioN 1. That the sum of twenty-five (25) thousand
dollars or so much thereof as may be necessary beand,
the same is heroby appropriated out of any money in the o e arection
state treasury not otherwise appropriated for the PUrpose of addidonal
of erecting, completing and furnishing the south wing of P!idings--how
the Minnesota deaf, dumb and blind institute, according :’_‘;’2’::::
to the plans heretofore adobted, the same to be expended
under the direction of the board of directora. And the
state auditor is hereby directea to draw warrants for said
amount upon the certificates of the governor or president
of the board of directors ot said institute.

Sec. 2. This act shull take effect and bein force from Fhan sekto take

and after its passage.
